Proper Terminal Disclaimers are acknowledged, and all double patenting 
rejections are withdrawn. Thus, claims 1-17 and 63-66 are allowed. 

However, again, applicant has requested rejoinder of non-elected claims with 
amendment and pointed to In re Ochiai, but the examiner disagrees with applicant's 
position since a method of using in said In re Ochiai does not change the chemical 
structure of the composition (non-crosslinked). Note that the restriction is based on the 
originally filed claims (Independent claims control restriction, not dependent claims), and 
entry of amendment after final rejection would not be an automatic practice. 

Following additional features are recited in the non-elected independent claims 
over the examined independent claims 1 , 65 and 66; 
Sensitizer; claims 18, 25, 67, 69 and 70, 
Electron acceptor; claims 21 , 29 and 68, and 
Acid monomer; claims 34, 44, 55, 71, 72 and 73.
